Tories,

politics Human Resources 
Minister Diane Finley is 
announcing 

improvements to the em¬ 
ployment insurance 
program today, but it 
won’t be enough to head 
off a collision with the Lib¬ 
erals that threatens to de¬ 
rail the Conservative 
minority government and 
force a spring election.

Flicking a cigarette butt 
over a ledge toward the 
river valley with manicured 
fingernails, Angie smiled 
and said: "I’m not 
supposed to be here." 

Angie, who didn’t want 
her last name printed, re¬ 
cently joined a new demo¬ 
graphic of homeless Ed¬ 


montonians, quickly find¬ 
ing themselves at rock-bot¬ 
tom after a swath of reces¬ 
sion-inspired layoffs. 

The Shaw Conference 
Centre served as a beacon 
of hope yesterday for more 
than 1,000 people down on 
their luck. The second 
Homeless Connect brought 
essentials like housing, 
food, clothing, employ¬ 
ment, dental care, haircuts 
and immunizations togeth-

er under one roof. 

While Angie, 38, doesn’t 
fit the weathered, beaten- 
down image of homeless¬ 
ness, she’s not alone. Front¬ 
line experts say middle- 
class people battling the 
economic downturn are in¬ 


creasingly finding them¬ 
selves in desperate situa¬ 
tions. 

“Poverty knows no 
bounds,” said Housing Serv¬ 
ice Support Hub spokes¬ 
woman Tanya Hellier. “Be¬ 
coming homeless can be 
veiy traumatic, especially 
for people who have never 
been in the situation be¬ 
fore. They might not know 
where or how to get help.” 

After working for 16 


years as a dispatcher, Angie 
was laid off. With no educa¬ 
tion, savings, or family in 
Alberta to lean on, she was 
evicted from her apartment 
with nowhere to go. 

She stumbled upon the 
event yesterday afternoon, 
walking back to a friend’s 
home after handing out re¬ 
sumes downtown. She said 
asking for help from 
strangers was a necessary 
dose of humility. 


“I’ve been trying to deny 
my situation for three 
months, but I guess it’s 
time to get help, because 
I’m still not working and 
sleeping on someone’s 
couch,” she said. 

More than 3,000 home¬ 
less were counted in a cen¬ 
sus conducted late last year. 
Organizer lone Challbom 
feels the actual number of 
homeless in Edmonton 
may be much higher.

Scott Hennig, the Alberta 
director of the Canadian 
Taxpayers Federation, said 
hosting the 2015 Universi- 
ade would have been less 
expensive to organize and 
it would have created a 
much bigger impact in Ed¬ 
monton’s economy. 

But after the disappoint¬ 
ing decision was handed 
down by the International 
University Sports Federa¬ 
tion Saturday, Hennig says 
the city will now focus its 
attention on bringing in 
the World Expo in 2017 — 
an event he says is expen¬ 
sive and will create less of 
an economic impact for Ed¬ 
monton. 


“(The University Games) 
was a lot easier to justify 
than the Expo,” said Hen¬ 
nig. “The amount of people 
that you would pull in for 
the games was pretty high, 
and it is one of the highest 
attended sporting events. 
This is disappointing. 

“With the World’s Fair, 
the numbers don’t justify it 
in terms of the cost.” 

Hosting the Expo would 
come at a price tag around 
$1.6 to $3 billion and the 
funds would have to be 
split between the city and 
the province, says a city re¬ 
port. The Expo would at¬ 
tract roughly 4.7 million 
visitors during the 90-day 
event, said the report. 

The university games 
could have brought in 
more than $400 million to 
Edmonton’s economy and 
create more than 5,500 
jobs, according to figures 
from the Edmonton Eco¬ 
nomic Development Corpo¬ 
ration.

inspectors Federal meat in¬ 
spectors are each responsi¬ 
ble for monitoring about 
five plants on average — a 
workload that makes en¬ 
suring safe food impossi¬ 
ble, says their union. 

In a staffing survey to be 
released today, the agricul¬ 
ture union says it’s impos¬ 
sible for meat inspectors to 
complete minimum safety 
tasks in more than two 
plants. In Toronto, the 
Canadian Food Inspection 
Agency has 34 inspectors 
assigned to 117 meat pro¬ 
duction and storage facili¬ 
ties, the union report says. 

With leave time factored 
in, that amounts to 4.6 
plants per inspector, the 
union calculates.

1990 levels by 2012. Three 
years from that deadline, 
emissions are more than 30 
per cent above the mark.

Israel to defy 
U.S. on freeze 


Israeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu 
yesterday rebuffed U.S. 
calls for a full settlement 
freeze in the occupied 
West Bank and 
vowed not to accept 
limits on building of 
Jewish enclaves 
within Jerusalem. 

Netanyahu’s defi¬ 
ant stance set the 
stage for a possible 
showdown with U.S. 
President Barack 
Obama. In talks 
with the new Israeli 
prime minister in 
Washington last week, 
Obama pressed for a halt 
to all settlement activity, 
including natural growth, 
as called for under a long- 
stalled peace “road map.” 


“The demand for a total 
stop to building is not 
something that can be jus¬ 
tified and I don’t think 
that anyone here at this 
table accepts it,” 
Netanyahu told his 
cabinet, referring 
to Jewish settle¬ 
ments in the West 
Bank, an official 
said. 

Netanyahu said 
Israel had no plans 
to set up any new 
West Bank settle¬ 
ments. 

But he told Oba¬ 
ma, according to the offi¬ 
cial, that his government 
“does not accept limita¬ 
tions on building” within 
the Jerusalem municipali¬ 
ty.

LRT expansion takes people by surprise

Gorman: The very name 
conjures up images of, 
well, nothing in particular, 
really ... Suffice to say, I 
was surprised to find out 
that Edmonton’s next LRT 
expansion, following the 
opening of Southgate and 
Century Park LRT stations 
in 2010, will be northeast 
to Gorman Station by 2012. 

Up until a few weeks ago, 
plans for northeast expan¬ 
sion remained vague at 
best. It was known the city 


had long-range plans of 
creating regional LRT, with 
an eventual northeast ex¬ 
pansion possibly as far as 
Fort Saskatchewan, but 
there were no specific de¬ 
tails or timelines. So when 
Gorman was announced as 
a “shovel ready” transit 
project, eligible for provin¬ 
cial funding, it took a num¬ 
ber of people by surprise. 

If you’re a resident of 
West Edmonton or Mill 
Woods, this probably led to 
a reaction that may have 
involved cursing and 
throwing things. If it 
makes you feel any better, 
know that with an exten¬ 
sion to the veiy fringe it’s 
going to be harder and 
harder to justify continu¬ 
ing to ignore the rest of the 
city. 


Not that I’m complaining 
about a new LRT station; 
anything that makes tran¬ 
sit more accessible and 
convenient for more peo¬ 
ple is a good thing, particu¬ 
larly where potential exists 
for a high-density transit 
oriented development 
along the line, such as the 
case with Gorman. 

And certainly expanding 
northeast along an already 
established rail right-of- 
way makes sense from a 
cost perspective and was 
likely why this relatively 
obscure northeast expan¬ 
sion was “shovel ready” be¬ 
fore any other previously 
announced expansions. 

So do other areas of the 
city need it more right 
now? Probably, but the un¬ 
fortunate reality is that the 


city is so far behind it has 
to choose between keeping 
up with growth in one di¬ 
rection and even getting 
started in the others. 

Thankfully for those in 
the northwest, according 
to ETS, the $800-million 
LRT line from Churchill to 
NAIT remains the top prior¬ 
ity when it comes to LRT 
expansion. And transporta¬ 
tion manager Bob Boutilier 
is on record as saying that 
he believes the city will 
still receive funding from 
the provincial Green Trip 
program for the NAIT line 
once detailed planning is 
finished later this year.

Opposites do attract in 
search for mate: Study 


When it comes to choosing 
a mate, opposites really do 
attract, according to a 
Brazilian study that found 
people are subconsciously 
more likely to choose a part¬ 
ner whose genetic makeup 
is different to their 
own. 

They found evi¬ 
dence that mar¬ 
ried couples are 
more likely to 
have genetic differ¬ 
ences in a DNA re¬ 
gion governing the im¬ 
mune system than were 
randomly matched pairs. 

This was likely to be an 
evolutionaiy strategy to en¬ 
sure healthy reproduction 
because genetic variability 
is an advantage for off¬ 
spring, Maria da Graca Bical- 
ho and her colleagues at the 
University of Parana in 
Brazil reported. 

“Although it may be 
tempting to think that hu¬ 


mans choose their partners 
because of their similarities, 
our research has shown 
clearly that it is differences 
that make for successful re¬ 
production, and that 
the subconscious 
drive to have healthy 
children is important 
when choosing a 
mate,” Bicalho said. 

Scientists said it 
was not clear what 
signals attract the 
body to people who are ge¬ 
netically dissimilar to them¬ 
selves, but suggested body 
odour or even face structure 
could play a role. 

Many researchers have 
found evidence that animals 
are attracted to members of 
the opposite sex with differ¬ 
ences in major histocompat¬ 
ibility complex or MHC, an 
immune system factor that 
also plays a role in having 
healthy offspring.

Since your columnists in¬ 
habit the Great Lakes area, 
one of the first to spring to 
our minds is Lake Erie. In 
the second half of the 20th 
centuiy the water quality 
in Lake Erie declined dra¬ 
matically due to phospho¬ 
rus run-off. 

The high phosphate lev¬ 
els caused eutrophication 
and resulted in algal 
blooms. When this algal 
biomass started to decay it 
used up a large amount of 
the oxygen dissolved in the 
lake’s water. The low oxy¬ 
gen concentrations in the 
water then led to fish kills. 
The large numbers of dead 
fish caused water quality to 
decline still further. At one 
point, one of Lake Erie’s 
tributaries in Ohio actually 
caught fire. As you may 
have guessed, unpolluted 
water doesn’t burn so this 
was an indication some-

thing was very wrong. Lake 
Erie became so infamous 
that Dr. Seuss’ environ¬ 
mental classic The Lorax 
originally contained the 
line, “I hear things are just 
as bad up in Lake Erie.” 

However, in 1972, U.S. 
Congress passed the Clean 
Water Act and an agree¬ 
ment was reached between 
the U.S. and Canada regard¬ 
ing the control of phospho¬ 
rus entering the lake. Over 
time water quality in Lake 
Erie improved. By the mid- 
1980s, Lake Erie was an en¬ 
tirely different lake. Fish 
populations rebounded 
and the lake and its tribu¬ 
taries no longer caught 
fire. 

Another example of in¬ 
ternational co-operation 
that has resulted in posi¬ 


tive change is the Montreal 
Protocol. This internation¬ 
al agreement concerned 
the ozone layer and the 
control of substances such 
as chlorofluorocarbons 
(CFCs) that deplete the 
ozone layer. In 1985, it was 
reported that the ozone 
layer, a layer of gas that 
prevents harmful ultravio¬ 
let light rays from reaching 
the Earth’s surface, was 
significantly thinner and 
holes in this layer had ap¬ 
peared over the Arctic and 
Antarctic. CFCs were, 
amongst other things, 
used as propellants in 
aerosol sprays such as hair- 
spray, which people used a 
lot of in the 1980s. 

The Montreal Protocol, 
which phased out CFCs, 
was drafted in 1987 and 
came into force in 1989. 
Since then, ozone destruc¬ 
tion has slowed and some 


projections have been 
made that, by 2050, the 
holes in the ozone layer 
will have closed up and the 
ozone layer will have recov¬ 
ered. 

Of course Lake Erie and 
many other lakes in Cana¬ 
da still face damage from 
nutrients and other forms 
of pollution, invasive 
species, and a host of other 
challenges, and we all still 
need to slather on the sun¬ 
screen, but significant 
progress has been made on 
these fronts and should 
give us encouragement on 
others. 

International co-opera¬ 
tion to solve environmen¬ 
tal problems is possible the 
way it exists — all we need 
is the will.

With warm weather upon 
us, campgrounds and 
provincial parks are filling 
up with groups of families 
and friends anxious to en¬ 
joy the great outdoors.

Parents and scout lead¬ 
ers have been preaching 
the cardinal rule of camp¬ 
ing for decades, but the 
message of, “If you pack it 
in, pack it back out,” 
seems lost with some en¬ 
thusiasts. 

“Camping in harmony 


with nature is about mak¬ 
ing the right choices be¬ 
fore you leave the house,” 
says Wendy Mommersteeg, 
category director of paper 
towels and White Swan. 
“By making a shopping list 
of the appropriate items to 
bring, you make it easier 
on yourself to be environ¬ 
mentally friendly and cre¬ 
ate a greener place for 


everyone.” 

A great starting point is 
to bring the proper 
garbage bags to the camp¬ 
site and remember to sepa¬ 
rate garbage from recy- 
clables. Messy camp¬ 
grounds are often a result 
of garbage debris left from 
previous campers not 
properly disposing their 
waste. Always try to leave 


your campsite cleaner 
than you found it. 

“Make sure to bring 
reusable dishes instead of 
disposable ones, along 
with paper napkins,” says 
Mommersteeg. “Washing 
dishes reduces waste dras¬ 
tically, and you can sort 
your paper napkins from 
the rest of your garbage so 
you’ve got a head start 
when you light your camp¬ 
fire later in the evening.” 

Reusable dishes need to 
be washed after every meal. 
Dirty dishes and food left 
out can attract unwanted

Outlook for banks muddled 


Trouble spots 


Swollen loan losses, soar¬ 
ing writedowns and 
slumping profits — it’s 
enough to make even sea¬ 
soned bank shareholders 
run for cover. 

But with Canadian bank 
stocks on a rebound since 
March, wary investors are 
wondering whether it 
would be wise to hang on 
for the long-term or head 
for the exits while the get¬ 
ting is still good. Analysts 
appear divided on the is¬ 
sue, but surmise that the 
upcoming round of sec¬ 
ond-quarter earnings 
should provide some sense 
of direction.

Banks, meanwhile, are 
facing a delicate balancing 
act for the remainder of 
fiscal 2009. In order to stay 
profitable, they have to 
keep loans flowing, while 
boosting some rates be¬ 
cause the recession is rife 
with risk. At the same 
time, they must sop up 
climbing credit losses and 
maintain plump capital 
cushions. 


mortgages are also expected 
to show increasing signs of 
stress. 

While acknowledging 
that the economic outlook 
remains murky, bank bulls 
argue this earnings season 
marks a turning point. For 
the first time in about 18 
months, those much-ma¬ 
ligned capital markets-re- 
lated writedowns are not 
expected to eclipse the 
earnings parade. 

The running tally of

Making a difference 

Dino Rossi takes a chance to support national teams 



t’s never been easy to be 
a soccer fan in Canada. 
From problems that 
start with the Canadian 
Soccer Association, the 
sport’s organizing body, to a 
lack of mainstream media 
coverage, to the politics that 
have crippled the game here 
— it has left more than a 
few fans of the beautiful 
game disenfranchised. 

But one man, and a few 
others like him, have taken 
it upon themselves to cir¬ 
cumvent the politics and 
start making changes on 
their own. 

Meet Dino Rossi — per¬ 
haps the biggest supporter 
of Canada’s national teams 
today. 

Sick of a lack of promo¬ 
tion for national team 


games, where only a couple 
thousand fans would show 
up, Rossi took it upon him¬ 
self to become a one-man 
marketer for the sport. 

Using mass emails from a 
list of contacts that rivals 
anything any organizing 
body in Canada has, he 
bought and sold (for no prof¬ 
it) 2,000 tickets to the men’s 
national team game against 
Jamaica last year. 

This year, to en¬ 
sure the women’s 
national team will 
have a good crowd 
tonight in Toronto 
against the U.S., he 
maxed out his credit 
card to move around 
$18,000 worth of 
tickets. Again for no profit. 

So, why does he do it? 

“When Canada’s national 
teams play here I want them 
to feel at home, for it to be 
an event and have a big 
crowd for our players — not 
to just be playing in front of 
their friends and family,” 
Rossi said yesterday 

“The CSA is not a market¬ 
ing company ... this is a 
women’s game, it should 
have been marketed where 
women will be listening.” 


It’s the little things that 
can make a difference. 

And fortunately, for the 
CSA and soccer fans alike, 
Dino is into the details. He 
bought seats where the TV 
cameras will be pointed, 
“to get better visuals,” and 
pre-bought seats for Toron¬ 
to FC supporters so they 
could sit where they nor¬ 
mally do to watch the 
women play. 

But despite a couple 
months of hard work, 
he was still sitting on 
30 tickets as of Friday 
— $400 out of pocket. 

“I was prepared for 
it ... I like to think 
though that if you do 
good things, good 
things will happen to you.” 

By Saturday, good things 
had happened — a group 
called up looking for exactly 
30 tickets. He still won’t 
break even; interest on his 
credit card has to be paid. 

But the game in Canada 
continues to grow and it’s 
thanks, in large part, to peo¬ 
ple like Rossi.

Twittering

If there was any doubt micro¬ 
blogging and social network¬ 
ing site Twitter has arrived as 
a true online force, it will dis¬ 
appear tomorrow when an es¬ 
timated 300 people descend 
upon Mountain View, Calif., 
for 140: The Twitter 
Conference. 

Over two days at the 
Computer History Museum, 
developers, bloggers, the 
entrepreneurial and PR- 
types will attend seminars 
on how to use Twitter to 
promote businesses. 

It’s being organized by 
Parnassus Group, a consult¬ 
ing firm that helps compa¬ 
nies track and manage 
what’s being said about 
them on social media — 
Twitter, Faceboolc, blogs, 
message boards and every¬ 
where on the web. 

The Twitter Conference 
may seem too miniscule 
topic to base an entire con¬ 
ference around — especial¬ 
ly at $395 US a head — but 
Steve Brobaclc, head of Par¬ 
nassus, thinks otherwise. 

“(Attendees) are Twitter 
enthusiasts, and want to 
commune with other early 
adopters of what is emerg¬ 
ing as a pivotal web-based 
ecosystem,” he says — and 
the way he puts it, it’s a 
broad audience. 

In such a connected age, 
it would be remiss for a 
company not to represent 
itself online, especially on 
Twitter, a format that lends 
itself to honest, direct con¬ 
versations — the 21st centu¬ 
ry version of word-of- 
mouth. 

“As individuals and con¬ 
sumers, we have a lot of 
power today that we never 


had in the 
past. We can 
share our 
impressions 
on anything, 
just about 
anywhere 
online,” says 
Warren Suk- 
emek, direc¬ 
tor of con¬ 
tent marketing for Radian6, 
a Fredericton, N.B.-based 
company similar to Parnas¬ 
sus Group. “The really im¬ 
pactful ones (such as) a sim¬ 
ple blog post can spread vi- 
rally like wildfire.” 

That’s why it’s imperative 
for companies to maintain a 
strong Twitter presence, 
build relationships and re¬ 
spond to what’s being said 
about them, he adds. 

Companies successful on 
Twitter bear similarities. For 
example, JetBlue Airways 
(@jetblue) reports delays, 
announces fare sales and 
answers questions, while 
U.S. Internet provider Com¬ 
cast (@comcastcares) has 
been a case study in amend¬ 
ing its poor reputation. In 
2006, a Comcast technician 
who fell asleep on a cus¬ 
tomer’s couch while on 
hold with his own company 
support line became a

YouTube embarrassment, 
but the company now 
works to prove they really 
do care, resolving any prob¬ 
lem instantly through Twit¬ 
ter that might otherwise re¬ 
quire being put on hold for 
hours. Both identify em¬ 
ployees manning the Twit¬ 
ter account, to build a sense 
of personality to the conver¬ 
sation. 

Sulcemek uses the much- 
grumbled-about Rogers as a 
hypothetical example: “If 
you were to send a question 
to Rogers, and they didn’t 
respond, your impression is 
that they failed, they stink. 
Whereas on the other hand, 
if you said something to 
them ... and they respond¬ 
ed within 10 seconds, and it 
was relevant, you’d think, 
‘Wow, that’s cool that 


there’s a person there.’ Be¬ 
ing on Twitter can human¬ 
ize a company and a brand.” 

In a lot of ways, social net¬ 
working sites really are 
what they’re called. The 
time-old rules of traditional 
networking still stand, says 
Sukernek: Be friendly, help¬ 
ful and ready to reciprocate. 

“Networking has existed 
forever and all the strong 
benefits of networking 
don’t change today.”

Finding Canada’s next 
great sportscaster isn’t an 
easy job — even for an ex¬ 
pert. 

“There’s no formula to 
it,” says Derek Snider, 
sportscaster for The Score 
and executive producer of 
its new contest/reality se¬ 
ries Drafted: The Search 
For Canada’s Next Sports¬ 
caster. “I’ve personally 
made some great hires 
over the years. And some 
great blunders.” 

The contest — which be¬ 
gins holding cross-country 
tryouts in Halifax today — 
hopes to eliminate that 
guessing game with a rigor¬ 
ous national audition 
process. 


It all leads to the “final 
five” contestants, who will 
duke it out on The Score in 
a series of “real world” 
sportscasting challenges. 
The winner of Drafted will 
get a one-year contract 
with The Score. 

“We’re only hiring one 
person, but the other final 
four will hopefully walk 
away with a great experi¬ 
ence they can use in their 
own careers,” says Snider, 
who has worked at The 
Score since 1997.

Toronto lawyer recounts encounter with Lennon in new book

When I “met" John 
Lennon back in 1966 , after 
The Beatles' final Toronto 
concert, I accidentally 
tripped him as he was 
heading down a flight of 
stairs on his way to the 
group's press conference. 

Author and lawyer Jerry 
Levitan did way better. As a 
14-year-old determined Bea¬ 
tles fan, he snuck into 
Lennon and Yolco Ono’s 
Toronto hotel room back in 
1969. He ultimately got a 
taped interview with these 
two famous pop figures as 
they were launching their 
world peace campaign. 

“The moment when I 
barged into the room and 
saw John and Yolco, I knew 
it was a profound mo¬ 
ment,” Levitan recalls. “I 
knew it would change my 
life forever.” Indeed it did. 

In 2008, his tape would 
subsequently form the ba¬ 
sis of an Oscar- and recent 
Emmy-nominated animat¬ 
ed short called I Met the 
Walrus. Now Levitan’s 
dream story has been 
turned into a delightfully 
engaging and informal 
memoir (also titled I Met 
the Walrus) about how his 
brush with greatness al¬ 
tered his life in totally un¬ 
expected ways. 

“I was definitely an un¬ 
usual kid,” Levitan ex¬ 
plains. “And I had this 
great need to see a differ¬ 
ent world than my north 
Toronto suburb where I 
didn’t feel that I fit in.” 

Within that quaint sub¬ 
urb, Levitan describes him¬ 
self as a loner with thick 
glasses and no hope, or de¬ 
sire, to be the school quar¬ 
terback. But he was a huge

world peace and how high 
school students could best 
help in attaining it. 

Meeting Lennon obvious¬ 
ly transformed Jerry Levi¬ 
tan’s life, but it turns out 
that his story also had an 


indelible impact on one of 
its subjects — Yolco Ono. 

“A couple of years ago I 
was in Las Vegas for the first 
anniversary of the Cirque 
de Soleil’s Beatle show, 
Love,” Levitan recalls. At the 
after-show party, he saw 
Yolco and went up to her 
and said, ‘I was the 14-year- 
old kid in Toronto...” But 
before he could finish his 
sentence, she immediately 
clasped both his hands. 
“Water was welling up in 
her eyes, and she kept say¬ 
ing, ‘Oh my God, oh my 
God!,”’ Levitan recalls. “She 
actually remembered me 
and was likely remember¬ 
ing a happier time with 
her husband.”

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Ledger's final film debuts in Cannes 


Australian actor Heath 
Ledger’s final performance 
before he died of an acci¬ 
dental overdose in January 
2008 nearly never made it 
to the big screen, director 
Terry Gilliam said Friday. 

The filmmaker’s first 
thought when Ledger died 
in New York was to ditch 
The Imaginarium of Doc¬ 
tor Parnassus, which was 
only half finished. 

But encouraged by peo¬ 
ple around him to contin¬ 
ue, and helped by actors 
Johnny Depp, Jude Law 
and Colin Farrell who 
played Ledger’s character 
in three separate dream se¬ 
quences, Gilliam eventual¬ 
ly completed the movie. 

“The choice I made was to

close the film down,” 
Gilliam told reporters at the 
Cannes film festival, where 
the out-of-competition 
movie has its world pre¬ 
miere. “I couldn’t see how 
we could finish it without 
Heath because we were in 
the middle of production. 

“Fortunately, I was sur¬ 
rounded by really good 
people who insisted that I 
shouldn’t be such a lazy 
bastard and I’d better go 
out and find a way of fin¬ 
ishing the film for Heath. 


“That’s what we did.” 

Gilliam praised Ledger 
for his enthusiasm and en¬ 
ergy on set. 

“Heath was enjoying 
himself so much and he 
was ad libbing a lot which I 
don’t really allow that 
much ... in my films. He got 
everybody else going. 
Everybody was just ener¬ 
gized by Heath, he was ex¬ 
traordinary.” 

Ledger plays Tony, who is 
found hanging from a 
bridge in London but is re¬ 
vived by Anton and Valenti¬ 
na, members of a horse- 
drawn travelling theatre 
which has the power to al¬ 
low people to walk into a 
world of their dreams.

Pepper Steak 
with Leek 
Mashed Potatoes 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 ml) mixed or 
black peppercorns, coarse¬ 
ly crushed 

4 beef tenderloin steaks, 
3/4-in. (2 cm) thick, 
trimmed 

1 tsp (5 ml) extra virgin 
olive oil 

chopped parsley or snipped 
fresh chives to garnish 

LEEK AND MUSTARD MASHED 
POTATOES: 

2 lbs (900 g) potatoes, 
peeled and cut into chunks 
2 tsp (10 ml) extra virgin 
olive oil 

200 g leeks, finely chopped 
1/2 cup (125 ml) low-fat 
milk 

1 tbsp (15 ml) whole-grain 
mustard 

11/2 tbsp (25 ml) reduced- 
salt margarine 
pepper to taste 

METHOD: 

1. Place potatoes in pot and 
pour over boiling water to 
cover by 2 in. (5 cm). Bring 
back to boil, then reduce 
heat and cook for 15-20 
minutes or until potatoes 
are very tender. 

2. Meanwhile, spread 
crushed peppercorns on 
plate and press steaks into 
them until coated with pep¬ 
percorns on all sides. 

3. Heat oil for mashed pota¬ 
toes in nonstick hying pan. 


Add leeks and cook, stirring 
constantly 3-5 minutes or 
until tender. Transfer to 
plate lined with two layers 
of paper towel to drain. 

Heat milk in pot until hot. 

4. When potatoes are 
tender, drain them, shaking 
colander or sieve to remove 
any excess water, and 
return to pan. Pour hot 
milk over potatoes; mash 
until completely smooth. 
Add leeks, mustard and 
margarine, and season with 
pepper. Beat well to mix, 
then cover and keep warm. 

5. Heat ridged cast-iron 
broil pan over high heat un¬ 
til hot. Brush pan with olive 
oil, then reduce heat to 
medium-high. Place steaks 
in pan and cook 3 minutes 
per side for rare, 31/2 min¬ 
utes per side for medium- 
rare, 4 minutes per side for 
medium, 5 minutes per side 
for well done. 

6. Mound potatoes on each 
warmed plate and place 
steak next to it. Drizzle pan 
juices over steaks and 
sprinkle with parsley or 
chives. Serve immediately.
